LONDON, Feb. 17 (AP)—Jack 
Coulton, a 41-year-old London 
insurance clerk, hit the soccer 
pool jackpot last Saturday.

“I want to make myself per- 
fectly clear on one point, I 
not urging a course of action 
which I feel would benefit others 
at our expense. On the contrary, 
that’s just what I'd like to see us 
get away from. I am convinced 
that a considerable growth in our

“I believe that we could easily 
absorb another five or six billion

If Buy American provisions and 
pressures were dropped, as well 
as import duties, an important 
stimulus to imports and large 
savings to the taxpayer would 
result.

The first Grimaldis were sol- 
diers, cardinals, statesmen and 
princes of Genoa. One was 
by an English arrow at the Battle 
of Crecy, another became Prince 
of Monaco, In the fifth century 
they were dukes of Spain and 
kings of France. 

In 1685 Genoa was captured by 
the French, and the sixth mar- 
quess fled to England. In 1731 
the King of Sardinia recognized 
the claim of a princess — one 
Hypolite—to the throne of Mo- 
naco. That cut out the Grimaldis 
in England whose fortunes were 
‘declining. The ninth marquess 
was a cabinet maker. The fathér 
of the late marquess was a 
butcher.

But completely out of the 
creek, 

“In 1949, you remember, we 
had a mild business recession—a 
swish of the whale’s tail, so to 
speak. In the latter half of that 
year, our gross national product 
fell 3.4 per cent below the level 
of a year earlier. We called it 
merely a readjustment. I won- 
der what our foreign friends called 
it. Because in this period of 
‘mild adjustment’ in the United 
States, merchandise imports from 
the Marshall plan countries fell 
almost 22 per cent. Britain 
dropped about 21 per cent; Italy 
27 per cent. The shock was felt 
all over the world. Chile’s sales 
to us fell 36 per cent; Australia’s 
44 per cent. 

“Clearly, if we want our friends 
to throw in their economic lot 
with us, abandon their historic 
markets and break down their pro- 
tective trade barriers, we must 
assure them that the United States 
will be a responsible and reliable 
leader. We must above all assure 
them that, once having cast their 
lot with us, they will not find us 
returning a year, two years or 10 
cones hence to economic isolation- |.

HE Soviet bid for German support is more blunt and more 
subtle than that of the Western powers. Whatever fumbling 
or uncertainty there may have been in Soviet policy at the

| Essentially the policy is designed to prevent any German al- 
liance with the West, and to open the way for the conquest of the 
country by the “German” army and government which already exist

There is an immensely im-

at. Western Germany should ac- 
tually become a partner in the 
European Defense Community. 
Soviet interest would shift to all 
those Germans and is in fact al- 
ready actively engaged with many 
who, regardless of their reasons, 
want to break away from such an 
international organization. This is 
the enormous significance of the 
hodgepodge of personalities and 
groups and ill-defined stirrings 
described as “German national- 
ism.” These are the disruptive 
forces. 

Reds’ Effort in 1923 Recalled. 


None of this is new. A Soviet 
blueprint for just such an opera- 
tion was drawn up 30 years ago. 
The 1923 effort failed, partly 
through the mistakes of its lead- 
ers. Now, older and with vastly 
increased experience in every- 
thing from street-fighting to par- 
lor deportment, many of these 
game men are involved again. 

The roster is headed by Joseph 
Stalin himself. It includes Wil- 
helm Pieck, the bumbling pres- 
ident of the East German govern- 
ment, whose influence is fading.

‘better today as Gerhart Eisler, 
who jumped bail in the United 
Statés to become East Germany's 
“Goebbels,” but now is in sore 
difficulty, both as a Jew and as 
a Communist with Western expe- 
rience. 

Germany at that period in 1923 
was perilously near to genuine 
civil war and revolution. In the 
end, however, Saxony and Thu- 
ringia were occupied without re- 
sistance by units of the Reichs- 
wehr, Germany's truncated post- 
war army which the Soviets them- 
selves had helped secretly to sup- 


port. 

Only in Hamburg, and there 
because a Communist courier 
failed to arrive in time,.did ac- 
tual fighting result. It petered 
out in about three days. Moscow 
already was thinking in terms of 
an “arrangement” with the na- 
tionalists. 

Except in Hamburg the Ger- 
man people for all their real suf- 
fering were singularly reluctant 
to follow the Communist lead. 
They preferred the blatant na- 
tionalism of Hitler, who first 
emerged as something more than 
a beerhall crackpot in that same 
year. The Communists have never 
forgotten it. They are using many 
of Hitler’s appeals to the German 
people today. 

Need for Army Learned. 

A second lesson the Commu- 
nists learned in 1923 was that, to 
survive in a future Germany, 
they must have the army solidly 
in their hands. This, coupled with 
the increasing efficiency of the 
party itself and of police states 
in general, would make public 
support unessential once the door 
was opened to them. 

The occupation 6f Eastern Ger- 
many by Soviet forces at the end 
of the war provided an ideal 
launching platform for this new 
experiment. Once the decision to 
proceed was taken in 1946 it was 
largely a question of applying 
what the East German chief of 
police, Karl Maron, has described 
as “the rich experience of Soviet 
security agencies.” 

In the initial stages both local 
German political organizations 
and the new army which the So- 
viets began to set up in 1946 
might be “unreliable” by Mos- 
cow’s rigid definitions. It would 
make little difference. There 
were 22 divisions of Soviet troops 
assigned to take care of any dif- 
ficulties, and they still are there. 

The Soviet-occupied zone is an 
area about three-quarters the 
ped Sarde forces 
heavily equippe orces, 
now has its own “army” of more 
than 100,000 men.

destruction,” the Communists 
have made spectacular progress. 

No more than 10 per cent of the 
people there, perhaps as few as 
5 per cent, would vote Communist 
in a free election, but this is un- 
important. The people will never 
have the chance, while Communist 
authority continues. 


Opposing political parties, 
churches, trade unions, sports 
groups, radio, newspapers, all have 
been “neutralized,” which is the 
first stage, or destroyed, which is 
the second, and replaced by or- 
ganizations of the Communists’ 
own choosing. 


The helplessness of the opposi- 
tion could not be better demon- 
strated than by the arrest within 
the last two months of Dr. Karl 
Hamann, minister of trade, and 
head of one of the two remaining 
parties which make any pretense 
toward moderate ideas, and of 
Georg Dertinger, minister of for- 
eign affairs, and head of the 
second, 

Government, from town level to 
top, has been taken away from 
elected representatives and deliv- 
ered into the hands of the party’s 
appointed candidates under the 
guise of “democratization.” 

Red Party Conferences. 


Two recent events have served 
to harden the course and hasten 
the tempo of the Soviet program. 
. was the conference last July 
of the East German Communist 
party which calls itself the Social- 
ist Unity party, and has the Ger- 
man initials S.E.D. The other was 
the nineteenth party congress of 
the big league Communists in 
Moscow last October. 


Ulbricht in East Berlin, in a 
644-hour speech, proclaimed the 
establishment of “socialism” in 
East Germany. The subsequent 
crackdown has hit every level of 
East Germany's already hard- 
pressed populace. The farmers 
who had escaped until then now 
are being collectivized.

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Why Alaska Should: Be Included 


The Republican platform calls for statehood 
for Hawaii and Alaska. In his campaign Presi- 
dent Eisenhower urged the “quick admission” 
of both into the Union. 38 

Yet in his message to Congress the President 
properly called for statehood for Hawaii, but was 
strangely silent about Alaska. And not a single 
Republican joined in a bill which 14 Democrats 
introduced in the Senate to make Alaska a state. 
Delegate Bartlett, Alaska's single, non-voting rep- 
resentative in Congress, is afraid that none of the 
three Senate and five House bills for Alaskan 
statehood which have been introduced in the 
Eighty-third Congress will so much as receive a 
hearing. 

Why this contradictory state of affairs? Hawaii 
has certainly won its right to statehood—but has 
not Alaska won its right to statehood as well? 


Republicans in Congress are not keen on 
statehood for Alaska because they figure its two 
Senators and at least one Representative would 
be Democrats, as Raymond F. Brandt explained 
it in a recent report to this newspaper. Converse- 
ly they think Hawaii will send Republicans to 
Congress, 

Delegate Bartlett invites the Republicans to 
read the election returns, since last year Alaskan 
voters elected 11 Republicans and only five 
Democrats as territorial Senators. The Alaska 
House is now composed of 20 Republicans and 
four Democrats. On even the lowest level of 
partisanship, therefore, Republican opposition to 
admitting Alaska may be misguided. 

~ „ * 

Many Southern Democrats in Congress are as 
unfriendly to Alaskan statehood as are the Re- 
publicans with whom they so often vote. They 
fear that the members of Congress Alaska would 
send to Washington would support a rule to 
control filibusters on civil rights legislation no 
matter whether they were Republicans or Dem- 
ocrats. Their party platform pledge of statelfood 
to Alaska and Hawaii does not influence them. 


The reason which is being advanced for de- 
nying statehood to Alaska simultaneously with 
Hawaii is that 95 per cent of its land would be 
retained by the Federal Government in nearly 
all the statehood bills. The remaining 5 per cent, 
so this reasoning runs, would not be enough to 
enable Alaska to support itself as a state. 

The new Secretary of the Interior, Douglas 
McKay, says he doubts the advisability of giving 
statehood to Alaska as long as this situation pre- 
vails. 

When Oregon was admitted to the Union, 94 
years ago, only 8 per cent of the land within its 
borders came under the administration of the 
new State Government. The Nevada State Gov- 
ernment possesses jurisdiction over only 13 per 
cent of the area of the state to this day. Alaska 
with 5 per cent would have three to four times 
as much land as Oregon had to start as a state. 

* „ * - 

The argument that Alaska is too poor to be a 
state does not hold up under such evident facts 
as that, for example, in 1944 its residents paid 
a larger per capita federal income tax than the 
people of any of the 11 Western states. 

In any event, legislation to transfer equitable 
amounts of land to Alaska is before Congress 
and can be enacted as easily as statehood itself 
it Congress wishes. 

There are many reasons for Alaskan state- 
hood. The cost of living is kept unreasonably 
high in Alaska by a shipping monopoly, centered 


in Seattle and supported by an Act of Congress 
which makes it illegal for Canadian ships to 
carry cargo or passengers between Alaskan 
ports. The Supreme Court has said that this 
law would be an unconstitutional discrimination 
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velopment. 


There are political reasons why Alaska will 
remain as long as it is kept in 
territorial status. Its single delegate at Washing- 
ton is overworked and does not have the power 
of a voting member. He cannot attend all the 
committee meetings, be in all the places where 
there is work to be done for Alaska. 

An example of Alaska’s weak position in the 
national councils occurred when the Coast 
Guard was compelled to lop off one of its dis- 
tricts several years ago. Sparing the politically 


it with Seattle’s although, as Gov. Gruening said, 
“our population derives its chief livelihood from 
the sea.” 

Alaska is handicapped population-wise by lack 
of statehood. Many more Americans would go 
there if they had a chance to grow up with a 
new state. Alaska has climate and physical con- 
ditions similar to those of Scandinavia, yet the 
Scandinavian countries have a population of 
13,000,000—to Alaska's 128,643. Dr. Vilhjalmur 
Stefansson, the Arctic explorer, says Alaska pos- 
sesses richer resources than all Scandinavia and 
could quickly support a population of 1,000,000. 

* * „ 


Militarily, Alaska is retarded by lack of state- 
hood for all the reasons that hold back its in- 
dustrial and agricultural development and its 
growth in population. A strong military defense 
requires a strong domestic economy to supply, 
support, feed and transport it. 

. The late Gen. Billy Mitchell said: “I think 
Alaska is the most important strategic place in 
the world.” Gen. Henry H. Arnélid, who com- 
manded the United States Army Air Forces in 
World War II, said: “Any surprise attack on the 
United States will come by air, and it will come 
via the Arctic Circle.” Alaska is as close tb Rus- 
sia as Warrenton is to St. Louis, and stands di- 
rectly between Russia and the rich uranium 
fields at Port Radium, Canada. 

Beside these compelling considerations, how 
big do the objections of partisanship and preju- 
dice look? Alaska needs statehood no more than 
the United States needs a strong, developing, 
thriving Alaska as part of the Union. The re- 
sponsibility rests upon the Administration and 
Congress to make good on their promises by 
admitting Alaska—along with Hawaii.

Military Spending Overseas 
The Long -Morse report on military policy and 
spending overseas does not need to be either 
accepted fully or rejected outright at this time. 
Last fall Louisiana’s junior Senator and Ore- 
gon’s liberal Republican, now an independent, 
made a six-weeks tour of foreign installations, 
as a subcommittee of the Senate Armed Serv- 
ices Committee. The purpose was to add first- 
hand observation to information about expendi- 
tures which the committee had under discussion. 
Much of the report is now public after re- 
lease by Chairman Saltonstall of the Senate 


Armed Services Committee. It not only charges 


excessive spending, but raises doubts as to plans 
for our participation in European defense, It 
also objects to the way in which some agree- 
ments were worked out between the Pentagon 
and other nations. 

Since neither Senator Long nor Senator Morse 
is now on the Armed Services Committee, it is 
for the full committee, as reconstituted, to check 
the findings of the discontinued subcommittee, 
Two members of the committee were not in the 
Senate last year—Symington of Missouri and 
Cooper of Kentucky. About a half dozen others 
are new on the committee of only 15. 

A sound course would be for Senators Morse 
and Long to appear in support of their report 
and for the military leaders, particularly the Air 
Force Chief of Staff, whose policies are espe- 
cially criticized, to comment on the findings. 

President Eisenhower well stated the goal in 
defense when he called for “maximum safety 
at minimum expense.” The Long-Morse report 
should be used to that end. It obviously cannot 
be taken as a blueprint for defense of the free 
world against Communism. 
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For Public Consumption Only? 

Is the G.O.P. Congress going to cut income 
taxes notwithstanding President Eisenhower’s 
recommendation against reduction in rates un- 
til a balanced budget is in sight? 

The 21-to-4 vote in the House Ways and 
Means Committee for Representative Daniel A. 
Reed’s bill for a reduction of approximately 10 
per cent by next January would suggest an 
overwhelming sentiment for taking the ball 
away from the White House. But there may be 
more to this than meets the eye in headlines. 
Chairman Allen of the Rules Committee says he 
is not going to clear the bill until it is apparent 
that the budget is greatly reduced. Speaker 
Martin says he will not call up a tax-cutting bill 
before the deficit is eliminated or on the wa 
to be. 

It is not clear yet whether this represents a 
genuine difference—or whether it is an effort 
to suggest sympathy for tax cutting without ex- 
pecting to put it over. The answer will come 
from the White House rather than Congress. 

Meantime it is notable that the Republicans 
voted unanimously against hearing representa- 
tives of Secretary of the Tréasury Humphrey. 
By straight party vote, the G.O.P. members op- 
posed hearing from Administration officials on 
the cut. By straight party vote, the Democrats 
asked for the views of the Eisenhower advisers. 
Only one Democrat opposed the cut. 

Among those who voted against hearing the 
Treasury officials and for the cut which would 
cost the government an estimated $1,500,000,000 
yearly were Republicans Thomas B. Curtis of 
St. Louis county and Noah M. Mason of Illinois. 
Doubtless they will tell their constituents why. 
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Bomb Warfare in St. Louis 


The bomb warfare involving the Callanan 
brothers has brought prompt investigation. Po- 
lice are rounding up men for questioning and 
Circuit Attorney Dowd has announced a grand 
jury inquiry. 

Earlier this month a bomb damaged the home 
of ex-Sheriff Thomas Callanan. Now one has 
exploded at the offices of the AFL Steamfitters’ 
Union, where brother Lawrence is boss. 

Law enforcement had to move quickly. The 
bomb is a popular weapon of gang warfare be- 
cause it leaves little trail but a wisp of smoke 
behind it. The mystery here is deepened by the 
position of the Callanans that it is all a mystery 
to them. Consequently Circuit Attorney Dowd 
is justified in looking farther than the front 
door of the Callanan home and office. 


The Callanans have been a power in politics 
and in local unicnism, Mr. Dowd himself was 
one of the candidates who smashed their effort 
to build a political machine here. And in union- 
ism the high-handed Callanan rule has led to bit- 
ter resentments. 

The steamfitters have had to pay political 
lugs, special assessments and higher dues. They 
now are assessed a dollar a day for “union ex- 
pense.” And brother Thomas took charge of the 
fat welfare fund after leaving the Sheriff's 
office. 

Mr. Dowd hopes to nut these points before the 
grand jury, along with books and records, and 
along with the Callanan brothers, who are re- 
sisting the move. But the bombings are no pri- 
vate affair. They are explosive evidence of a 
lawlessness that has to be stopped. 
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Big Man to the South 


In advocating the immediate union of the Ar- 
gentine and Chile, and the eventual consolida- 
tion of all the South American countries, Dicta- 
tor Peron is voicing sentiments which we would 
like to hear from European statesmen about 
their countries, but which are alarming when 
they come from the southern half of our hemi- 
sphere. 


The trouble is that Peron is not interested in 
the formation of an integrated democracy, but 
rather a gigantic and ominous dictatorship. And 
of course, he sees the Argentine and Peron as 
the heart and brain of that superstate. In addi- 
tion to his vainglorious motive of personal ag- 
grandizement, he would like to command the 
resources of other Latin nations to get the coun- 
try he ruined out of its troubles. 


If the issue were left to the free and fair de- 
cision of all the people concerned, there would 
be nothing to worry about. Peron, however, is 
beginning to take a hand in the politics of other 
South American countries. For example, he has 
a sympathizer in Chilean President Carlos Iba- 
nez del Campo, and the Argentine dictator is 
planning a visit to Chile in a flagrant attempt to 
influence the forthcoming Chilean congressional 
elections. 


Such tactics seem self-defeating to a North 
American. But politics to the south of the United 
States are often most unorthodox. What is im- 
possible here may not be improbable there. Even 
so Peron’s scheme suggests that his dreams are 


outrunning the realities. Brazil, in particular, 


has no desire to be annexed by the Argentine, 
And even the most fascist-minded Latin Ameri- 
can politicos may draw the line at being ab-

Bringing Reform to St. Louis Schools 


The Mirror 
of 


Public Opinion 


Campaign to reform St. Louis public school administration will 
continue in April 7 election as citizens’ improvement group strives 
to win control of School Board; article traces rise of this movement; 
unusual aspect is way it involves business men in practical politics. 


From Business Week 


While the average citizen has been tak- 
ing a breather from campaign excitement, 
in St. Louis a group of business men have 
been getting set for some intensive poli- 
ticking. Their aim: to reform the admin- 
istration of the city’s public schools. 


To do this, they are striving to win con- 
trol of the 12-man St. Louis Board of 
Education. Under the banner of the Citi- 
zens’ School Improvement Committee, they 
have launched a campaign to elect four 
candidates to the board in the April 7 
election. These seats, 
along with four the 


group 

gained in the past 
few years (under a 
setup of staggered 
six - year terms), 
would put them in 
the saddle. 

What makes all 
this political activity 
surprising is the men 
themselves. Like 
many executives, 
they were fairly un- 
likely bets for a pub- 
lic school reform 
movement. They had 
no prior experience in politics. Many of 
them had less than the usual familiarity 
with the school system. 

The movement started inconspicuously 
back. in 1948. A school board member 
died, and the Mayor cast about for a Re- 
publican who wanted to be a board mem-

ber, to fill out the brief remainder of the 


term. His eye chanced to fall upon H. M. 
Stolar, a partner in a leading law firm. 


How the School System Operates 


Stolar, whose only previous connection 
with politics had been in the realm of 
financial contributions, got a fast indoctri- 
nation in school board atmosphere. The 
day he was appointed, two public school 
employes came calling at his office with 
congratulations—and offers of legal em- 
ployment. He rejected their business, 
wondering if other board members were 
accustomed to exacting this sort of tribute. 

Next he discovered that while the 
schools were talki poor and had = 
pealed for more funds, top school officia 
did not act accordingly. School depart- 
ment heads rode in expensive school auto- 
mobiles and went off on what looked like 
needless junkets at school expense. Board 
members had voted the officials, but not 
the teachers, a substantial raise. 

Only one major school had been built in 
10 years, despite the huge jump in grade- 
school enrollment. The school board’s one 
postwar bid for a bond issue to pay for 
new schools, and for higher taxes, had 
been turned down by the voters. Many 


people thought the board’s dubious reputa- 


tion had had something to do with it. 

other problem was the lack of a unit 
control system. The Superintendent of 
Instruction, for instance, had no control 
over the Building Commissioner or the 
Supply Commissioner. Each department 
head reported directly to the board, which 
functioned both as a group and through 
a number of committees.

It 
recommended dozens of changes, large and 
small. It called for a unit control system, 
with executive authority centered in the 


Superintendent of Instruction. It recom-. 


mended a 12-cent school tax rise to pro- 
vide better teacher salaries and pensions, 
and a school building bond issue. 

It reported a much tighter budget pro- 
cedure was needed. It was especially criti- 
cal of the Building Department, found that 
a disproportionate share of school money 
was being spent for wages for maintenance, 
compared with teachers’ salaries. 


„Can't We Get a Better Board?” 


The school board majority welcomed the 
suggestions for a tax increase and a bond 
issue. It ignored the proposals for effi- 
ciency, economy and better administration. 
That convinced the reformers that they 
couldn’t do much reforming from the out- 
side. In exasperation Long asked Stolar, 
“Can’t we get a better board?” 

This conversation led to the formation of 
the Citizens’ School Improvement Com- 
mittee by Charles, Long, Stolar and some 
other citizens. This committee, of which 
Long is now chairman, was set up to do a 
package job of electioneering—speech- 
making and fund-raising—for its school 
board candidates. 

Their candidates in the April 1951, elec- 
tion were Christel, Whiteside and Frank 
L. Wright. Only nonbusiness man in the 
setup, Wright was retiring head of Wash- 
ington University’s education department. 

As practi as ey w how, 
Charles, Long and Stolar pped their 
strategy. They deliberately picked only 
three candidates for the four, six-year 
terms, so that politicians wouldn’t have to 
sidetrack a special favorite to help them. 
They hurried around the business district 
raising funds, stressing that a better board 
meant better schools and trained job ap- 
plicants. They amassed $15,000. 

Unlike other—and unsuccessful—cam- 
paigners, they didn’t look down their noses 
at the politicians. “There must,” Long 

. “be ward-level support from one or 

both parties. A lot of flag-raising and ap- 
to the wealthy will not, alone, win 
elections. You have to convince ward 
leaders that taking your candidates will 


build them up.” 


Reforms Hinge on April Election 


Strength-by-association appealed to the 
Republicans, and eventually Christel, 
Whiteside and Wright were slated by most 
Republican ward leaders, and by a few 
Democratic ones.

it corresponds in a 
way to our schools 
of higher learning. 
The native youths 
are first forced to 
submit to the pain- 
ful, sometimes fatal 
rite of having the 
Country Devil's 
“teeth” gouged in 
parallel rows on their 
backs. To the un- 
iniated, they really seem to have returned 
to life from the Devil's belly when they 
reappear in the village following gradua- 
tion from the Devil Bush.

Robert Sard, physics professor

On going through the cosmic 
ray detector, the electrical pulse 
produced will be used to make 
a noise in the loudspeaker and to 
flash a neon lamp so that spec- 
tators may count to the 100th ray.

Grants totaling $26,300 have 
been awarded for research on 
heart diseases at the medical 
schools of St. Louis and Washing- 
ton universities this year by the 
St. Louis Heart Association, it 
was announced today. 

Fellowships of $4800 each 
were given to Dr. Raymond H. 
Hellman of St. Louis 1 
and Dr. Hugh R. Waters, Wash- 
ington University. 

A grant-in-aid of $9700 was 
given to Washington University 
for equipment, materials and 
laboratory assistance needed by 
Dr. Robert J. Glaser for current 
research. Studies at St. Louis Uni- 
versity by Dr. Hellman and Dr. 
J. Gerard Mudd were supported 
by a 37000 grant-in-aid for 
equipment. 

Dr. Hellman is developing a 
technique for measuring the 
amount of blood in the body.

Wild Geese Now Make Missouri 
Major Stop on Fall Migration, 
Bode Tells Duck Hunters Group 


Missouri is becoming an important southern terminus for wild 
geese on their annual fall migrations from Canada, I. T. Bode, 
director of state conservation commission, said last night. 


Bode, speaking at a dinner 
meeting of Missouri Duck Hunt- 
ers Association at the DeSoto Ho- 
tel, said increasingly large num- 
bers of geese that formerly spent 
their winters much farther south 
are now stopping in this state. 

The change in the birds’ habit 
resulted from establishment of 
feed and rest areas in Missouri 
by the federal and state govern- 
ments, the conservation director 
explained. 

“At first I had great misgiv- 
ings that we were only pulling 
away from Illinois the geese .that 
used flight routes in that state, 


but such is not the case,” Bode 

said. “The geese stopping in Mis- 

souri on their southern migrations 

are not from Tllinois.” 

More Duck Feeding Areas Urged. 
Missouri’s emerging role as a 


benefits the entire goose popula- 
tions since the route of the wild- 
fowl is shortened and a better food 
supply is provided for them, Bode 
declared. 

He recommended the creation 
in Missouri of more feeding and 
resting areas for ducks, pointing

Atom Scientists Bulletin Thinks Its Scolding 
of Russians and American Officials 
Got Results. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 17 (AP)—The 
Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists 
— te today that Russia is per- 

tting more of its scientific 
journals to reach the western na- 


tions. 

It said that including political, 
economical, historical, literary and 
art journals, the total number of 
Soviet periodicals available for 
subscription in America this year 
is about 300, compared with 180 
in 1952. 

The Bulletin had challenged 
Russian editors to “protest Soviet 
restrictions” against export of 
scientific journals and it specu- 
lated that its prodding may have 
had some influence. 

The Bulletin has been critical 
of bars imposed by any nation on 
the free exchange of non-secret 
scientific information. 

It criticized the United States 
Department of Commerce early in 
1951 for blocking the export of 
some American publications to all 
Soviet bloc countries. It said the 
department eased the bar later 
that year and permitted the mail- 
ing of non-secret journals to all 
countries except North Korea. 

Criticism of 

Next, the Bulletin took issue 
with an article in the Moscow 
English language journal, News, 
which contended that the Soviet 
Union favors free international 
exchange of scientific informa- 
tion.

Rabinowitch said “the Bulletin 
is glad to report that its prodding 
has had some effect in Moscow.” 
He added that most of the Rus- 
sian scientific journals whose. de- 
livery was suspended a year ago 
have now appeared on the sub- 
scription list of the Four Conti- 
nent Book Corporation.

CANADA ‘REGRETS’ U.S. ACTION 
IN DENEUTRALIZING FORMOSA 


OTTAWA, Feb. 17 (AP)—The

Harriman. In it Miss Hellman said 
she and Shumlin had prevented 
me from giving a performance of 
“The Little Foxes” for Finnish 
relief because “Miss Bankhead 
and the cast had refused some 
months earlier to play a benefit 
which Miss Hellman had asked 
them to give for the Spanish 
loyalists.”

tion must they interfere personally. For instance, it would be 
most unwise for a parent to stop a teacher who was leading 
a class through the building at dismissal time and take a child 
off the line or out of the group and tell him to put his coat on. 
That responsibility is the teacher’s and interference at that 
moment might lead to trouble. 


In the classroom, the parent should be an unobtrusive

A teen-ager (and your daughter isn’t even a teen-ager 
yet) has no business to behave like a young woman. Many 
studies have shown that there is an excess of this precocious 
behavior among girls who later become delinquent. Other 

studies have shewn that girls who begin to go steady, several 
years ahead of their crowd, are not the well-adjusted ones but 
the neurotic ones who aren't able, then and later, to get along 
successfully with other people. 

There are individual exceptions of course, But your girl 
is jumping the gun. She should be going out with groups of 
young people. In a year or two she can begin to double date, 
and by the time she has had a few years of experience in going 
with the crowd, she can begin to have some ordinary dates— 
when she is 14 or 15 years old. 

It is going to be difficult for you to hold her in line now.

racked up its 159th performance, 
and their “King and I” which has 


been playing the SRO audiences 


since March of 1951 approached 
its 800th performance. Their all- 
time box office champion was, of 
course, “Oklahoma” which set a 
word record with 2246 perform- 
ances on Broadway, and has been 
seen on tour by more than 10,000,- 
000 persons. 

Rodgers wrote his first com- 
plete score at the age of 15 for 
an amateuf show. At 16, in col- 
laboration with Lorenz Hart, he 
wrote a song that landed in a 
Broadway show. At 17, in his 
first year at Colymbia University, 
he wrote, also with Hart, a Co- 
lumbia alumnus, the Varsity 
Show “Fly With Me.” The Rodg- 
ers score from that show landed 
the next summer on Broadway in 
the hit show “Poor Little Ritz 
Girl.” At the end of his sopho- 
more year Rodgers left Columbia 
to enter the Institute of Musical 
Art. He continued between 
classes to collaborate on shows 
with Hart only to have the 
shows turned down by every 
producer on Broadway. 

Finally in 1925, after five years 
of discouragement, young Rodgers 
was ready to give up. A friend 
offered him a steady job at $50 
a week as a salesman of babies’ 
underwear. Rodgers recalls that 
he was 3700 in debt at the time 
and was about to take the under- 
wear offer when he received a 
telephone call.

“The Girl Friend” was followed 
with “The Second Garrick Gai- 
eties” and at the age of 23 Rodg- 
ers had three hit shows running 
simultaneously on Broadway.

Your Toes,” “Babes in Arms,” “The 
Boys From Syracuse,” “I Married 
an Angel” and “Pal Joey.” In 
these productions Rodgers and 
Hart turned out such still-favorite 
songs as “The Lady Is a Tramp,” 
“Johnny One Note,” “This Can't 
Be Love” and “Bewitched, Both- 
ered and Bewildered.” For “On 
Your Toes,” Rodgers composed as 
a ballet intermezzo his famous 
“Slaughter on Tenth Avenue.” 
The tremendously successful col- 
laboration continued until Hart's 
breakdown and death in 1943.

While Hart was fll in 1942, 
Rodgers was approached by the 
Theater Guild to do an adaptation 
of “Green Grow the Lilacs” for 
the musical stage and Rodgers 
turned to a fraternity brother, 
Oscar Hammerstein II.

The adaptation of “Li- 
lacs” was of course “Oklahoma” 
and the new team of Rodgers and 
Hammerstein were to see their 
first effort at collaboration make 
history, win a citation from the 
Pulitzer Prize Committee, and run 
for four and one-half solid years 
on Broadway.

HEN Rodgers began working 

with Hammerstein he found 

himself faced with the ne- 
cessity of completely reversing 
his composing procedures. But the 
reversal was one that Rodgers 
welcomed. Hart, a man of dilatory 
ways, would seldom write a word 
of the lyric of a song until the 
music was done. Rodgers, who 
had adapted himself to Hart's 
ways although preferring to set 
his music to finished lyrics, wel- 
comed Hammerstein's preference 
of writing his lyrics before the 
music. That the new partnership 
of Rodgers and Hammerstein 
which has now reached its tenth 
year would be successful was evi- 
dent from the start. 

Comparing his years of colla- 
boration with the erratic Hart to 
the recent ones with Hammer- 
stein, Rodgers explains: “What 
happened between Oscar and me 
was almost chemical. Put the 
right two components together 
and an explosion takes place. 
Oscar and I hit it off from the 
day we bagan d ‘Okla- 
homa.’ For one thing, I needed 
a little calm in my life after 23 
hectic years. When Oscar would 
say, ‘I'll meet you at two-thirty,’ 
he was there at two-thirty. That 
had never happened to me be- 
fore. 

“But those were just the ex- 
ternals. The important thing is 
what we gave each other creative-

Known as perhaps the fastest 
and most facile composer in the 
business, Rodgers has turned out 
some of his loveliest and most 
popular melodies in a matter of 
minutes. 

One evening just a few days 
before “South Pacific” was due 
to go into rehearsal, Hammer- 
stein finished the lyrics for a 
final missing song and rushed 
it to the home of director Joshua 
Logan where Rodgers was din- 


ing. Rodgers pushed aside the 


cup of coffee over which he was 
dawdling, turned over the sheet 
of paper on which Hammerstein 
had written the words of the 
song, drew a few staff lines on 
the back of the paper and five 
minutes later laid down his pen- 
cil. He had written the haunting
